"These  tapestries  depict  part  of  a  famous  romance,  Telemaque,  written  by  the 
French  Archbishop  Fenelon  (1651-1715)  while  he  was  tutor  to  the  Duke 
of  Burgundy,  the  oldest  son  of  the  Dauphin.  Published  in  1699,  it  is  an 
allegory  on  government,  and  was  long  regarded  as  a  satire  on  the  court  of 
Louis  XIV.  Telemachus,  the  son  of  Odyssues,  set  out  to  find  his  father  who, 
through  the  anger  of  the  Gods,  had  not  been  permitted  to  return  home  after 
the  Trojan  War.  He  is  protected  by  Athena,  under  the  guise  of  Mentor, 
who  acts  as  his  councilor,  and  comments  from  time  to  time  on  the  values  of 
justice  and  injustice,  peace  and  war.
